An Astouudlag Weapon. 

A BTEKL BULLET 8EKT THHOUGH FOUR INCH- 
ES or IRON — A CANNON TO BHOOT 
TWELVE MILES.

Mr. Koykol, of PassaiG Cityj N. J., 
has for ten years past, iu connection 
■with a New York mechanic, been at 
work on an invention which promises 
to rovoUitionize ordnance. There was 
an exhibition, on Saturday, iu publii', 
of tho gun. Tho little one used Sat- 
urday looked like a twelve foot gas- 
pipe, with a half-inch bore, carrying 
a needle-shaped bullet. On tho un- 
der side of the gun are metallic pock- 
ets, each filled with as nnicli puwd(>r 
as tho load at the breach. As tli(; 
gun is fired those additional charges 
of powder explode aa tho projectile 
passes through the barrel, so that be - 
fore it gets out it receives tlieimpond- 
' ing force of each additional char;,'o. 
Being spread aloni,' dio barrel tho 
danger of an ex [ilo.-iiui is a^■ertull :unl 
tho force increased lo a wondeniil 
degree. The first shot lired w:is 
through a solid mass of monitor iinu 
four inches thick, wliich the ))rojM:- 
tile pierced aiH (h<.u-ii it \\ ere a^ jiiuc 
board, and bm ied ilsolf several inches 
in QU oiikon slump, ii;,'ainst which tho 
iron had boon placed. Then a shot 
was fired at a target compo.qod of 
twelve plates of three eij.;hths incli 
plate iron, securely strappi d together. 
The bullets wont tliroii;;h thin. Oiio 
of those cannons, of bix-incli boro, has 
boon completed, and will bo tested 
before United States officers in a few 
weeks, and it is estimated will send a 
ball from twelve to fifteen miles.

Tlio Governniont incurring, 
however, a liability of ^15,000 in connec- 
tion therewith! To tho question about 
the Quesnel bridge cofTordam the answer 
was returned that the Surveyor-General 
had not ordered "Ifie contractor to build a 
dam." But did he not order tho Super-

.\nd is there not on file at tiio ofhro a pro- 
te.'.t afrainst tho eolT rd.'\ni from tho eon

This Government, 
after obstinately adhering to its 5-acre 
policy for a year and a-half, retarding 
settlemoni, and nearly precipitating all 
tho horrors of an Indian war upon tho 
Provinco.

SECESSION. 

Mr. Smith moved the following Eeso-

That whereas by tlio Terms of Union 
between Britisli (Johimbia and Canada it 
was agreed that tho Dominion Govern- 
ment would onnBtriiot a railway from the 
seaboard of British Columbia to connect 
with the railway system of Ouna*

tract, Canada having failed to do so. And 
whereas n Minute of Council, dated Otta- 
wa, September 20th. 1875. offers to Brit- 
ish Columbia $?750,000 for non-conistrnc- 
tion of Railway on Vancouver Island, and 
indeliniti? postponement of railway con- 
atrnction on tlio Mainland; 

Therefore be it It>:soli:iHl,—Th!it (vo, tho 
people of British Columbia, in Parliament 
asBombled, do hereby appeal to. and coll 
on England to urge upon the Dominion 
Government tho expediency of nctnal 
construction of Kailway on tho Jlainland 
on or beforo tho 1st of July, 187(J; and if 
Canada sliould object, on the plea of in- 
creased of t ixatioi), then England, being a 
third party to tho contract, and through 
whoso promi)ting tho Terms of Union 
were framed and consummated, shall pro- 
pose to Cinada assistance in the construc- 
tion of said road; and if Canada will not 
accede to the flrst or second proposition, 
then British Columbia will be ollowed to 
sever h.Tr political connection with Cana- 
da and bocstno an Indeiiendont Province 
under tho Protection of Her Majesty's 
Government; and claiming from Canada 
thiity niillious of dollars as coniponsatii.)n 
for no)i-f iillilment of Treaty obligations. 

!Mr. Smith aid that if the above inter- 
fered with what the Government intend- 
ed to bring down ho would let it drop. 
He would lil;o to have tho opinion of tho 
hon. Attorney Gonor.al. Tho question 
was a very interesting one and covered a 
multiiaidi! of ground . (after a pa\iso.) He 
Ihougiit ho would let it drop for a fow 
few (lays [lauphtorj. It was rather pro- 
mature, anyhow. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the Government 
hail madu up its uind whnt to do in tho 
m iiti'r; ho did not believe there was the 
slightest use in appoiling to ('anada. Wo 
hiul her ult iniatiiai. W(i were not asked to 
acci'pt anything. Wo wore told that 
.S75l),000 would bo givGii us aud that was 
all. He thought that this was one of tho 
tirst q\ie.stions that ought to bo ventilat- 
ed, and hoped it would bo referred to n 
Coinmitteo of tho Whole. 

Mr. Smith moved that the House go 
into Committee to discuss the question ;ho 
would like, however, to know who was 
going to sejcond tho resolution (laughter) . 

No member being willing to second 
tho resolution tho matter fell to the 
ground. 

Hon. Premier introduced a Bill to 
amend tho County Courts system, which 
was read a first time, and then moved 
that the House on rising stand adjourned 
until Wednesday next in order lo afford 
hon members an opportunity of perusing 
jiapors already laid beforo tho House. 
Carried.

Tlie object of tho discourse was to point

Creation, 
human society, Hevelation all pointing 
to the same fact of an upward progression. 
Ill the lirst: Chaos; then the lifeless 
primary rocks ; then pulpy vegetuhle 
lornis:' then shells and t^aurians; then 
hi'.;her forms of animal life; then man, 
and then the Sabbatio rest. In human 
progress scieneo advancing and know- 
ledge advancing. Astrology becomes as- 
tronomy, and alclu iiiy finds its solution 
in chomi^ try. In the bcheme of Itove- 
latioii. the Patnarclial. the Mosaic, the 
Xew Testament and lastly tho higherstato 
to which St. John ])oint,'<; the form ever 
changing, the living truth always the Haiiio 
but over growing clearer and larger like 
a light ever drawing nearer. Tho neces- 
sity (if forms : they are tho body through 
which tlie soul of truth must act. Wo 
cannot in our present state dispense with 
them. We need our Sabbaths and our 
Sanctuaries. The chinch, as a society, 
must liave cerl.iin rules and certain ofii- 
cers to carry out tho society's objects. 
Church government must ever exist upou 
earth, aud men may always differ in their 
views as to the best and highest forms. 
Forms become very dear to men for tliey 
grow into symbols. Tne heirloom hand- 
ed down to yon through successive gen- 
erations cannot be estimated at its market 
value. In tho regimental flag, old. de- 
cayed and torn with shot,>tc., brave men 
are ready to die rather than it should
